The present tariff law raises about 


¥330,000,000 a year which goes into the 
treasury of the United States. It is 
estimated by statisticians that every 
time one dollar goes into the treasury 
of the United States under the high 
protective system, about S5. goes into 
the pockets of the tariff barons. If 
that be true, then the high protective 
system costs the people of the United 
States about one billion and a half a 
year. 


It is a. gross outrage upon the tax 


payers of the land. The 
Democratic 


theory is, and always has been, that in 
adjusting the tariff in order to raise 
the revenue, the highest rates ought to 
be levied on luxuries, the lowest or 
none at all on the necessaries of life, 
and that is precisely the kind of bills

House, the senate and house of rep- 
resentatives at the same time. 


In the United States with its change- 


able climate, woolen blankets 
and 


clothing are absolutely necessary to 
comfort and to health. The rich and 
the poor alike must have them, and yet 
on blankets 9 feet long, valued at not 
over 40 cents per pound, the tariff rates 
of the Payne-Aldrich bill are 33 cents 
cents per pound specific plus 50 per 
cent ad valorem. Worked out into ad 
valorem rates they amounted in 1904 
to a tax of 1S2 1-2 per cent. 


To make it still plainer, when you 


go into a store and buy a blanket for 
S2.S2 1-2, one dollar 
is 
-what 
the 


blanket is worth; the other $1-82 1-2 
is what you pay for the privilege of 
paying a dollar for a blanket that is 
only worth a dollar. 


In 1907 there was imported into the 


United States only $40.20 worth of 
that sort of blankets, on which the 
Government collected a tariff of $60.53. 
The rates are prohibitive. During that 
year millions of dollars worth of that 
sort of blankets were 
used in 
the 


United States, domestic blankets, to 
the value of which was added the tar- 


iff, not one cent of which went into 
the United States treasury, and every 
cent of which went into the pockets of 
the trust magnates. 


This, it seems, ' would explain, in 


part, why this country is 
producing 


multi-millionaires faster than all the 
other countries on the globe.

Business'women in particular appreciate ..this sort o'f-help. ^T.hey 
S little time and less energy to; do such'work, but they do have much goo'd 
.;. material locked :up in partly worn dresses and hats, that could .be .used, 
^ ftgain; if it was only made ready for use. 
Dressmakers and milliners^ 


'-chsjge exorbitantly for doing it, even if they will do it at all. So perforce-; 
'., dresses and hats that could be utilized are cast aside.

And as .has been said, other work will develop. Women often have. 


dresses in which there'is a lace yoke or lace half sleeves that need frequent 


; cleaning. 
Dresses get spotted and need occasional cleaning. The charge' 


is rather high for all this sort.of work by business .firms.who do it. The 
; woman who did it at home could charge less, having less expense, and thus 
help other women to keep the cost of dressing down,-and .make money, 
herse.lf.

Women often want their own dresses ripped up and dyed to make 


over for children.' Or perhaps, they have material which if dyed could be 
used in some way. They rather dread undertaking the task themselves.

• the woman who will do this work at home can step in with benefit to all 
concerned.

It would be well for the woman who intends doing this scrt of thing 


to post .herself, a little on dyeing and cleaning. 
But there are books in 


most public libraries giving instruction in such work.

It might pay her also to insert a small advertisement in the local 


paper stating that she will rip, cleaa and press dresses, dye and clean ma- 
terials, freshen artificial flowers, ribbons, steam velvet and so forth. Or 
she might send out a brief letter stating these facts, to a hundre.d.:or so 
women of her community. If she does her work well,'the news of what 
.she-is'doing-will soon spread and business will flow her way. For this..is 
the'kind of work women like to .have done for them, if they can find sorrier 
body to do it carefully and thoroughly. And when a worker supplies a 
need, there is little doubt but.that he will be kept busy.

Great System Perfected by M. 


Soyer, Famous London Chef. 


TWO DINNER MENUS. 


By Martha McCulloch Williams. 
Here is a dinner menu, easy but 


nourishing, not so costly, and capable 
of being prepared, cooked, and served 
inside two hours: 


Roast Beef, Stuffed Rolled Round 


Sliced Potatoes 
Baked Apples 


Cold Slav 


Banana Puffs 


Black Coffee 
Salted Peanuts 


Have the round cut rather long and 


as thick as need be. Butter it on both 
sides, salt and pepper lightly, cover 
the upper side with bread crumb stuf- 
fing seasoned with onion, roll up, tie 
and seal in well-greased bag with a 
lump of butter or clarified dripping 
and a spoonful of water. Put in a 
hot oven for three minutes, slack 
heat, and cook until done, allowing 
fifteen to twenty- minutes to the 
pound. If tomatoes are at hand, put 
one or two, peeled and sliced, in with 
the meat. The gravy will be better 
and the meat" itself more piquant. 


Slice peeled potatoes thin, drop In 


cold water, drain out, put in a greased 
bag after sprinkling very lightly with 
salt, add a little extra grease, seal 
and cook fifteen to thirty minutes 
in a fairly hot oven, the time depend- 
ing on the quantity in the bag. 


"Wash the apples well, but do not 


peel, cut out specks and bruises, core, 
fill the bottom of the core-space with 
a lump of butter, over which pile 
sugar, and add a bit of cinnamon. A 
clove stuck in the side may take the 
place of the cinnamon. 
Seal inside 


a well-greased bag, and bake eighteen 
to twenty minutes in a fairly hot 
even. 


Make cold slaw in the nsuaS way, 


and the salted peanuts as follows, af- 
ter blanching and drying them: Put 
in. a thickly-buttered bag, set in a 
very hot oven for half minute, then 
reduce the heat three-quarters, and 
leave nuts to brown for ten minutes 
longer. They will come out crisp and 
beautiful, needing only a sprinkling 
of. salt. 


To make the banana puffs, roll out 


good puff paste a quarter-inch thick 
and cut it in squares six inches across. 
Cover half of each square diagonally 
with, bananas sliced thin and soaked 
for half an hour in sugar and lemon 
bag and bake twelve minutes in a hot 
oven. 
Bananas, always cheap, and 


,among the most, nourishing of the 
'fruits, ought to be" more used in cook- 
iery. 
\ 


Here is another good meal for a 


winter day: 
'Pork Tenderloin, Roasted with Sweet 


Potatoes 


.Cabbage Pudding 
Stewed Carrots 


Celery 


Apple Dumplings, Cider Sauce 


(Coffee 
Cheese 
Crackers 


Have the tenderloins split length- 


wise and cut them in halves. Wipe 
Iwith a clean, damp cloth, rub over 
'•with butter or dripping, season lightly 
|with salt and pepper, and lay in a 
[well-greased bag along with raw sweet 
,potatoes, peeled and halved, or quar- 
tered if very large. 
Add a lump of 


'fat, butter or dripping, rolled in a 
jlittle flour, also a tablespoonful of 
iwater. Seal hag and cook in a hot 
'oven thirty-five minutes to an hour, 
.according to the quantity of food in 
the bag. Slack that after five minutes. 
'Slow, steady cooking makes the meat 
.tender, yet full of flavor. 


Choose a tender cabbage for the 


'pudding. Shred it fine, then drop in 
polling salted water and cook uncov- 
'ered at full boil, ten minutes. Drain 
iout, run cold water through it, then 
'mix it thoroughly through a. pint of 
milk which has been beaten well with 
'two eggs, and season with salt and 
ipepper. If the cabbage is small, use 
one egg and half a pint of milk. Have 
the bag very thickly greased and 
sprinkle it inside with grated cheese. 
Put in the mixture by big spoonfuls, 
add a lump of butter and sprinkle in 
more cheese between the spoonfuls. 
Seal very tight, lay on a trivet, put 
in a hot oven for three minutes, then 
slack heat, and cook for at least an 
hour. 


Scrape carrots as usual, cut them 


in pieces and put into a buttered bag 
with half a gill of stock, a dot of 
butter and salt and pepper to taste. 
Cook thirty-five to forty-five minutes 
at a moderate heat. 


Apple dumplings are apple dump' 


lings in or out of bags. Their good- 
ness depends on three things—the 
paste, the maker and the cooking 
The apple is hardly more than a 
vehicle to hold sweets and spices and 
accent the tang of them. 


Make real puff paste for your dump- 


lings, roll it a quarter-inch thick, fit 
it neatly around the apples, which 
should be liberally treated with sugar 
and butter, not to name lemon peel 
and cinnamon, put in a thickly-but- 
tered bag with a small lump of but- 
ter and a spoonful of sugar, and cook 
for twenty to twenty-five minutes in 
a fairly hot oven. 


For cider sauce, cream half a cup 


of butter, frothy light, beat into it a 
heaping cup of sugar, then set over 
hot water and add gradually a cup 
of fresh sweet cider, hot but not boil- 
ing. Beat hand together, grate nut- 
meg over, and-serve very hot. 


The cheese crackers are lightly but- 


tered, sprinkled with parmesan, and 
heated inside a bag for about five 
minutes.

ST. BENEDICT DAY 


OBSERVED BY 


CHURCH TODAY 


Today is St. Benedict's Day, when 


ithe 'Catholic world honors the mem- 
ory of the most illustrious leader in 
ithe early history of mon<asticism, the 
founder of the celebrated Benedic- 
tine order. To St Benedict imore than 
to any other monastic system, which 
exercised such a tremendous 
influ- 
ence for 
centuries, owes its organ- 


ization, and extension. 
St. Benedict 
instituted radical changes 
in the 
rules governing monasticism. It was 
(his 
distinction that he not merely 


-organized the monks into communi- 
ties, but based their coimmunity life, 
-to a considerable degree, on manual 
labor, in contrast to the merely mod- 
itative seclusion which has previ- 
ously been in vogue, both in 
the 
east and. west. Labor and obedience 
were the two main principles of the 
Benedictine government. 
i 


Benedict was born in Umbria in 


the year 480, and eame of an 
old 
Italian family. 
He was educated in 


Rome, but the disorders and vices of 
the capital so preyed upon his unhid 
that 'he fled from the capital 
and 


sought seclusion. It was a time "when 
the Roman empire was crumbling to 
its doom, menaced by the barbarians 
from without and by wholesale cor- 
ruption and vice within. 
Benedict 


itook refuge in 
an all but inacces- 
feible grotto near Subiace. A kindly 
monk supplied .him with food, which 
he let down by a rope, with 'a small 
bell attached, which gave the medi- 
tating youth notice of the approach 
of the hamper of food. Three years 
he spent thus alone, thinking 
and 


praying, when a convent .of monks in- 
sisted upon making him their chief. 
In a little while, however, some of 
them ' engaged 
in 
a 
conspiracy 


against him and he returned to his 
solitude in the grotto. His name and 
fame had spread, however, and mul- 
titudes gathered around him, among 
them many young patricians 
from 


Rome, who sought to follow his ex- 
ample. 
One 'of these was Maurus, 


who afterwards became 
Benedict's 
successor, amd who, as St. Maur, is 
also enrolled among the saints of the 
church. 
Many monks and - priests 
continued to be jealous of Benedict, 
however, iarud many schemes 
"were 


hatched to accomplish, his downfall. 
One of Benedict's enemies a priest 
named Florentius, had recourse to 
the device of sending seven girls ot 
the town to .the monastery, to tempt 
the monks. 
This plan failed, also, 
but Benedict, after thirty years' la- 
bor in that community, determined 
to depart from it. 
He settled 
at 


Monte Cassino, an isolated and pic- 
turesque hill near the source of the 
Liris. where an ancient temple of 
Apollo still stood, and where ignor- 
ant peasants still brought rtheir of- 
ferings to the gods. 
Benedict de- 
molished the pagan temple and built 
on the site two oratories, tone to St. 
Martin and the -other 'to St. John 
the Baptist. Around these 
sacred 


1 spots there gradually arose the fa- 
mous monastery -which was destined 
to -spread the fame of its 
founder 
throughout the world. For fourteen 
years Benedict continued this great 
work. His sanctity and influence 
became greater with the passing of 
the years, and one of the barbarian 
kings who had invaded the empire, 
Totila, voluntarily sought out Bene- 
dict and prostrated himself at 
his 
feet, confessing his cruelties and 
seeking forgiveness. 
St. Benedict died standing, 
after 


partaking of the holy communion, 
and was buried beside his 
sister, 


Scolastica, who had also devoted her 
life to the spread of the 
Christian 


•faith. 
Today is the birthday anniversary 


of Bach, the composer, in 1685; of 
Henry K. White, the poet, in 1785; 
of Joseph Vance, a leader in •• the 
'American Revolution, in T.7S6, and 
of Henry B. Poore, .the artist, 
in 


1859. 


tial messages, gives little hint that our
